With contributions down and the necessity of dipping into 
earned interest to meet operating expenses, the AMA 
Alumni Foundation Trustees have approved four AMA 
Legacy Scholarships for 2009, each worth $2,000.

Were you at Augusta 
between ‘75 and ‘84? 


If you were a cadet at Augusta any time from the Fall of 
1975 until the school closed in January of 1984, you know 
that there were no Recalls for any of those years (except for 
the Class of 1981 which had a 24 page memory book). 

As a result, our AMA Museum does not have much in- 
fomation about those "lost" years. Now, Sergeants Joe 
Josephson and Don Studer are asking cadets and faculty 
from those years to lend to the museum photos, stories, 
Bayonets, uniform items and the like for study and display at 
the Museum.

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Museum has Bay of Pigs 
display, tribute to AMA 
alumni who took part 


The Bay of Pigs is what we now call the 1961 CIA 
sponsored invasion of Cuba, an unsuccessful attempt by 
armed Cuban exiles to overthrow the Communist govern- 
ment of Fidel Castro. In 1960, President Eisenhower 
agreed to equip and train Cuban exiles for action against 
Castro. Throughout that year, more than 1500 Cubans 
trained in South Florida including AMA Alumni Ovido Kaba, 
“46, Orlando Cuervo, 47, Rolando Cuervo, ~49, Otto 
Cuervo, 52, Gustavo Villoldo, -49, and Ozzie Ferro, ‘53, 
all of whom took part in the invasion of Cuba 15 April 1961. 
When the existence of the group in Florida became known, 
they finished their training in Guatemala. 

Sergeant Joe Josephson who arranged a Bay of Pigs 
display at the AMA Museum says these men, "fought like 
tigers in a battle they did not realize was lost before it 
began, but a battle fought for a cause they knew could 
never be lost." The original plan called for Brigade 2506 to 
land in the vicinity of the Old Colonial City of Trinidad. But 
on 20 January 1961, Eisenhower had left office and John 
Kennedy had become President of the United States. The 
plan was changed so that the brigade would land in two 
places along what would become known as the Bay of 
Pigs. On the morning of 15 April, three flights of B-26 
Invader light bombers displaying Cuban markings bombed 
and strafed Cuban airfields. The original plan called for 48 
hours of air operations but after the first attack, air opera- 
tions were cancelled. Four transports took 1,511 Cuban 
exiles including the AMA men from a staging area in 
Nicaragua to the beaches but the brigade did not arrive 
until 17 April, two days after the bombing and strafing raid. 
The disastrous ending came two days later with 115 of the 
Brigade members killed and most of the rest captured. 
Between 1,600 to 5,000 of Castro's forces were killed.

What happened to Matt Ransom, MN? 


The first Matt W. Ransom was a major general in the 


Confederate Army and a United States Senator from North 
Carolina. His great-grandson, Matt W. Ranson, Ill, 42, 
came to Augusta from 
Roanoke Rapids and is 
remembered by all who 
knew him at AMA and 
afterwards as a "nice 
young man," a_ nice 
young man whose life 
would end above the 
verdant pasturelands of 
England when his B-17 
bomber inexplicably 
exploded in flight during 
the Second World War. 


There has always 
been some _ mystery 
about Matt's death 


among his friends from 
AMA but The Bayonet 
has been able to piece 
together the story after 
interviewing a crew 
member who parachuted 
to safety from the plane, 
by examining records 
from the War (Defense) 
Department, a book 
written by a survivor of 
the accident and 
pamphlets about Matt's 
Army Air Corps unit, his 
squadron and the plane 
he flew in on 12 October 
1944. 

There is not much in 
the old AMA records 
about Matt. Before 
coming to Augusta, he 
attended Virginia 
Episcopal School (VES) 
for two years. He was on 


the track team both of » %, 
the years he attended

his senior year. He 


Cadet Matt Ransom, ‘42 
graduated in June of —— 


1942 and enlisted in the 

Army on 13 December 1943. There is no available record 
of what he did in the 18 months between June of 42 and 
December of 43, and here is where some of the mystery 
begins. His service records say that Matt had been to 
college for two years which is unlikely. John Younger, 43, 


who was at VES with Matt before coming to AMA, says, "/ 
think they gave Matt college credit for the two years he 
spent at AMA." Elsewhere in Matt's records it was said that

just before entering active duty, he was a "farm hand." 

The enlistment record also says that Matt was unmarried 
with no dependents, but his fellow crewman Sidney 
Solomon of Pembroke Pines, Florida remembers Matt as 
being married and expecting a baby. "His wife was 
pregnant and | often thought about how his child would 
have missed his father growing up," Solomon says. 

Jerry Wildman, ~57, has done some research and has 
come up with a Matt W. Ransom, IV, age 63 or 64, in 
Roanoke Rapids, but this Matt Ransom has not responded 
to letters nor to countless phone calls. Can this be Matt's 
son? It seems perfectly plausible that he would be but why 
won't he talk with a friendly reporter? 

Crew put together in Nebraska 

By October of 1944, Matt was a Staff Sergeant and tail- 
gunner on a B-17 named Little Miss America. The crew 
was put together in Lincoln, Nebraska and after further 
training in Oklahoma, they went back to Lincoln to pick up 
their B-17 which they ferried to England. Solomon recalls 
that "We did just about everything together. We flew 
together, the crew stayed together, we didn't socialize 
much with other crews. We were very close. Matt was a 
wonderful fellow who was very excited about the baby his 


wife was about to

The Fortress had a full 
bomb load and they were 
headed for Bremen, 
Germany. The fog was thick as they took to the sky for 
what was the 113" mission flown by /nside Curve. Later, 
Pat Powell, the waist gunner, and author of the book about 
Inside Curve, said that number 13 made him nervous: "We 
were climbing through the soup and you could hardly see 
the ends of the wings but then you knew everyone else 
had the same problem." Pat pulled the safety pins on the 
bombs, arming them so they would explode on contact. 

In those days before the radar that takes us safely 
through dark nights and foggy days, there were strict 
instructions on what altitude each plane should keep as it 
climbed to get above the fog, rules of separation to prevent 
midair collisions. The big bombers would circle above the 
countryside while organizing into massive formations before

"At 14,000 feet, | saw another B-17 very 
near us and | reported it to the pilot," Solomon 
recalls. Immediately thereafter, Inside Curve 
began to spin and plunge earthward. "With a 
full bomb load, there was no chance that the 
pilot could bring us out of the spin," says 
Solomon. "We had gotten caught in the 
propwash of another B-17 and our plane was 
not structurally built to stand such punishment 
with a full bomb load." 

Powell remembers little about how he got 
out of the doomed aircraft. Solomon remem- 
bers snapping his chest pack on the line. Both 
men agree that the plane broke apart at the 
waist with the tail section, with Matt in it, 
spiraling earthward. There was an explosion as 
the waist broke off at the ball turret and Powell 
was in the remaining section ‘just like a barrel 
with both ends open." Solomon and Powell 
believe they were sucked out of the open 
fuselage. They would be the only survivors. 
The explosion had blown the ball turret loose 
and it had dropped thousands of feet with the 
trapped gunner inside, hitting the ground with 
terrific force and rolling into a thicket where it 
was eventually found. They also found Matt 
and the tail section some distance from the 
main part of the plane which took five men to 
their deaths. Seven of the nine were dead and 
the other two were hurting. 

12,000 pounds of bombs 

The craft went down in Lincolnshire County 
about 140 miles north of London, its 12,000 
pounds of bombs exploding and igniting the 
fuel tanks. Witnesses on the ground said the 
wings had broken off before the fuselage struck 
the ground. 

Several days later, Solomon and Powell 
attended the funeral services for Matt and the 
others at the Cambridge American Cemetery 
where the graves had been dug by German 
POWs. An MP saluted each casket and folded 
back the flag to identify the dog tags. When he 
came home from England, Solomon planned to 
visit the families of the crewmen who were lost "but it was 
just too emotional. The mothers were hysterical and were 
convinced that their sons were just missing and would 
come home some day. | visited a few families but | just 
couldn't carry on." He did not meet with Matt's family. 

After the war, Solomon worked in his family's dairy 
business for 20 years before starting an import business. 
Powell became a Christian minister at age 25 and served 
until his death.

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SPC TLIGHT on HARVEY BOWERS, 69 


Having conquered Alaska, he faces a bigger challenge 


Harvey Bowers, 69, grew up in a small community 
in West Virginia just across the state line from 
McDowell, Virginia. His grandfather, father and several 
uncles had left home to get a better education at AMA 
and so it was that 13 year old Harvey came to Fort 
Defiance in the Fall of 1963 to begin four years at 
Augusta. 

Coming from a mountainous part of the country 
where adventurous spelunkers were beckoned to open 
mouthed caves, it seemed natural that Harvey would 
become a cave explorer spending many hours under- 
ground discovering the wonders that nature had 
wrought out of human sight. During two years at the 
University of West Virginia where he studied pre-med, 
he took a geology course which changed his life. 

He transferred to the University of Alaska and two 
years later got his BS in geology. While in school, he 
worked part time for the United States Geological 
Survey (USGS) and for Standard Oil of California in 
Alaska. 

Having minored in journalism, Harvey's first job out 
of college was with a newspaper in Cordova while he 
lined up a full time position with the USGS where he 
stayed for five years. Over the next five years, he 
worked for a private engineering firm, then went out 
on his own as a consulting geologist mainly doing 
soils consulting for construction companies. He next 
worked with the Extension Service teaching people to 
build energy efficient homes which engendered a 
dream for him in his own lifestyle. 

Harvey meets Sandy 

While at the University of Alaska, he met Sandy in 
1972 who was a biology major. They married and she 
was there for Harvey as his jobs had him traveling 
widely. Wanting to settle down, they — or he — decided 
that operating a bed and breakfast would be a good 
idea. While cave exploring in New Zealand, Harvey 
and Sandy stayed in a B&B which intrigued them to 
do the same thing. The Bowers owned an apartment 
complex "which | had to keep in repair constantly... It 
was very frustrating and | thought there has to be a 
better way." In 1992, they bought the Agate Inn in Wasilla 
near the Denali National Park’. 

Says Harvey, “/t ends up that Sandy does 90 per cent of 
the work and | spend my time fixing things that need fixing

Those who studied geography before the 1960’s learned that Mount 
McKinley is the highest mountain in North America at 20,320 feet.

and planning a solar power project which should make us 
independent of the local power company." 

There are six structures at the Agate Inn which Harvey 
hopes to heat and power by solar energy. His solar 
collector has twelve 325 watt panels that track the sun on 
a dual-axle mount. He has a thermal collector that preheats 
his water where ground water temperature at Wasilla is 33- 
34 degrees. Harvey's collector gets the water to 70 degrees 
and then passes into an electric water heater. "/ hope to 
get off the power grid completely," he says. Insulation has 
been added to all the buildings and he plans to add even 
more. A Canadian manufacturer is offering a window 
system with an R20 rating and he will replace some of the 


windows” with 
savers. 

Ed Click, 50, and Ernie 
Click, “48, and wives Sue and 
Marge visited the Agate Inn in 
June. Says Ed, "Harvey is in 
the loop with a number of folks 
who are interested in the solar 
powered field. He has invited 
our son, David, a_ solar 
engineer, to visit him in Wasilla. 
Harvey is one of _ those 
competent fellows who wants to 
know, so he finds out. He 
knows how to get information 
that he needs to solve a 
problem rather than waiting for 
the nannies to save him. He’s 
not a fellow content to just sit 
and bitch." 

Explored worldwide 

Harvey has explored caves all 
over the world - North America including Mexico, New 
Zealand, Egypt, Australia and Europe. “/ have had a lot of 
near death experiences in caves," he says which has likely 
toughened him for the fight of his life. It was in New 
Zealand that Sandy accompanied Harvey into the 
mysterious world below be- 
cause of her fascination with 
a rare breed of glow worms 
there. "They glow all the time 
and the top of the cave 
looked like the aurora 
borealis," he says. He's not 
often been able to entice 
Sandy to descend on a rope 
into the darkness below but 
the glow worm show was

something the biologist 
couldn't miss. 
With Denali summoning 


him daily, he has skied on its 
South side each year and 
has made it to the top of the 
summit once. "It took us a 
month to ascend," he says. 
"We spent a week at 17,000 
feet before moving on to the 
top. It was July and the 
temperature on the mountain was between twenty to forty 
degrees below zero." 

From the top of the world to what's under the ground, 
Harvey has had some memorable experiences. "/ helped 
discover the deepest pit in North America to that date on 
Prince of Wales Island. It is 598 feet deep. By the way, the 
oldest human remains yet discovered in North America 
were found in that area." 

In addition to what's underground, Harvey has done 
some groundbreaking study of ice worms who live in the

caves that drain glaciers. "We never knew what happened 
to the ice worms in Winter but now we know they are there 
in the glacial caves. By the way, | love exploring those 
caves! No two are ever alike" 

None of these experiences truly prepared Harvey for his

biggest challenge. “/t started with a split nail," Harvey says. 
After various unsuccessful treatments, his fingernail was 
removed surgically along with a considerable amount of 
surrounding tissue but there was no diagnosis. Then, ona 
trip to Arizona, "My finger 
literally blew up with blood 
going everywhere. Back in 
Anchorage, the doctors told me 
it was Stage Three Melanoma 
and there was but a 50 per cent 
chance that | would be alive in 
18 months." That was in 2005. 

Immediately, Harvey and 
Sandy = started looking for 
options in Seattle, in California, 
in Texas and at the University of 
Virginia. On his way to the 2006 
AMA Reunion, Harvey stopped 
by UVA where they discovered 
tumors and on the day the 
reunion began, he underwent 
surgery to remove the tumors 
and the adjacent lymph nodes. 
"They gave me intense radiation 
which causes pain yet today," 
he says. 

Told to try St. Luke's 

While trying out a chemotherapy regimen to which 
Harvey was terribly allergic, a nurse told Sandy that if she 
wanted to save Harvey's life, they needed to take him to St. 
Luke's Hospital in Houston, part of the University of Texas 
Medical Center. He entered the hospital on 1 August 2007 
and was discharged on 7 December. Sandy spent every 
night with him in the hospital room. Harvey now takes an 
experimental vaccine which requires travel to Newport

Low activity denies 
contribution to AMA 


Participation has been reported as poor in the Yahoo 
based GoodSearch.com program which brings money to 
AMA with every on line search. 

Announced in the last issue of The Bayonet, the program 
raises about 1.3 cents for every on line search and much 
more from its affiliated program GoodShop.com which do- 
nates to AMA a portion of each on line purchase.

Bolling 
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Why do some folks neglect to have a will 
drafted? 


Maybe it is neglect or just putting it off 
"until a better time." Unfortunately, too 
many people think they don't need to 
have a will. And they are wrong. Anyone 
with property who wants to decide what 
happens to that property after his or her 
death needs a will. 


Why don't some folks have a will? 


= "| don't have enough assets to need 
a will." False. Anyone with any property 
— who cares about who will get that 
property — needs a will. Without a will, 
the state will decide (generally in a manner 
somewhat different from the way the 
person would have decided). 


= "I'm too young to need a will." Also 
false. Accidents do happen. 


= "Everything is in joint ownership." 
Joint ownership (with right of survivor- 
ship) has its pros and cons, too numerous 
to go into here. True, it will pass property 
to a surviving spouse, without the necessity 
of probate, but what happens if there is no 
surviving spouse? It won't help pass 
property on to children, grandchildren, 
and others in a situation where the 
husband and wife die at the same time. 


A simple will can be drafted by an 
attorney, often for a few hundred dollars 
or less. Rather than having the state decide 
who receives your property, a will can 
decide. It can save hundreds or even 
thousands of dollars in future unnecessary 
expenses. 


So, what can a will 
accomplish? 


There are seven reasons to have a will: 


1 > First and foremost, a will decides 
who receives your property when you 
die 

If you die without a will, state laws will 
decide instead. Suppose you are married 
and have two children. You probably want 
your surviving spouse to receive all or 


What a will can 
accomplish 


most of your property when you die. 
Without a will, the state may decide that 
your surviving spouse will receive only a 
third with each of your children also re- 
ceiving a third. Moreover, who will receive 
your jewelry, works of art, and other items 
of special importance? Without a will, 
these things may go to others, people who 
you would not have chosen. 


2>A will can save unnecessary 
expenses 

For example, as a general rule, your 
executor need not post bond if your will 
so declares. Your executor may also be 
given discretion to do many things without 
a court order every time. This saves your 
estate money. 


3>A will can save taxes 

The impact of estate taxes, as well as 
future income taxes for your beneficiaries, 
often can be diminished through the use 
of appropriate estate planning arrange- 
ments. With estate taxes taking 37% to 
55% — or more — of many estates, a 
carefully drafted will is crucial. 


4> Trusts can be created both to 
minimize taxes and to provide financial 
management for your beneficiaries 
Often, a parent does not want to see a 
child receive significant assets at age 18. 

A trust can provide that the child receive 
only a reasonable amount from the trust 
until a later age. Thus, a child cannot 
waste the assets on foolish adventures 
and/or purchases. 


5 >A guardian can be named to care 
for your minor children and their 
assets 


6 > Individuals and/or a bank trust 
department can be named as executor 
and/or trustee 

The executor must handle a number of 
important functions in the first year or so 
after the individual's death. This includes 
such items as gathering the assets, paying 
taxes, administering the estate, and finally, 
distributing the assets to those named in 
the will. A trustee may be named to 
administer a trust created by the will. The 
trustee's functions begin when the trust 
receives the assets from the executor. 


A trust typically will last for a set number 
of years or until a beneficiary reaches a 
certain age, or dies. 


7 >Worthy charitable institutions and

Such bequests will be eligible for the estate 
tax charitable deduction, possibly saving 
your estate significant taxes. We hope that 
you will consider the August Military 
Academy Alumni Foundation in your 
estate plans. 


How can I even begin to list all my 
assets in a will? 

You don't have to. After you make 
specific bequests or gifts to various people, 
a "residuary clause" will take care of the 
rest of your property. 


Do | really need an attorney? 

Yes, you definitely should consult with a 
knowledgeable estate planning attorney. 
While a will does not have to be written by 
an attorney, why would you take a chance 
by trying to write one yourself? The small 
amount an attorney will charge will more 
than pay for itself in savings later on. 


How do I find an attorney to draft my 
will? 

Attorneys specialize in particular areas of 
the law just as doctors specialize in parti- 
cular areas of medicine. Often, a friend or 
relative can refer you to an estate planning 
attorney to draft a will. An accountant, 
bank trust officer, or life insurance agent 
also can recommend names of good estate 
attorneys. And you can call your local or 
state bar association for a recommenda- 
tion. 


Making a will is not easy 


Perhaps that is why millions of people 
avoid doing it. Four U.S. Presidents of the 
United States — Grant, Lincoln, Andrew 
Johnson and Garfield, each married with 
children — died without a will and their 
families paid a heavy price. Today, the 
estimate is that 60 per cent of American 
adults do not have a will. 


We don't want you to be one of those 
people. Find an attorney and have him or 
her prepare a will for you. And don't 
forget about AMA. There are many ways 
to take care of your family and still leave 
something to a charity of your choice — 
including the

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Former AMA First Captain 


Dr. John Morris, “49 — professor, poet, writer 


American poet Dr. John Nelson Morris, 49, attended 
AMA for six years and was the First Captain his senior 
year. He received his B.A. from Hamilton College in 1953 
and a PhD from Columbia University in 1964 after a tour 
as an officer in the Marine Corps. He later taught at 
Columbia before becoming a Professor of English 
Literature at Washington University in St. Louis where he 
taught for 30 years. He passed away in November of 
1997. 

Morris was born in Oxford, England and spent several 
years of his childhood on his grandfather's peach farm in 
North Carolina. His poems appeared in The New Yorker 
and The New Republic and he received the Guggenheim 
Fellowship for his writings as well as an award from the 
Academy of Arts and Letters, but he never achieved 
widespread acclaim in his lifetime. 

John's wife, Anne, saw to the post mortem publication 
of his Essays in Reconstruction and Selected Poems 
which John was working on when he died. The AMA 
Museum has copies of both publications. 

Helen Vendler, the A. Kingsley Porter University Pro- 
fessor at Harvard said, "In Morris’ hands, the innocent 
activities of everyday life — taking down the Christmas 
decorations, reading your insurance policy, having a suit 
altered, buying a house — take on a macabre clarity of 
outline. Read him and you cannot live your own life 
innocently again." 

To his colleagues at Washington University, including 
former poet laureates Howard Nemerov and Mona Van 
Duyn and novelists Stanley Elkin and William Gass, it 
was no secret that John Morris had earned a well- 
deserved niche among English language poets in the last 
half of the 20" Century. Wayne Fields, the Lynne Cooper 
Harvey Distinguished Professor of English at Washington 
University, said Morris was a quiet, thoughtful poet who 
never pushed hard to establish his own reputation. 


Terry Barkley taught at AMA 


Terry Barkley is the Archivist at Marion Military 
Institute in Marion, Alabama. Founded in 1842, the school 
is the oldest two-year military college in the country. 

Barkley says the West Point Class of 2012 includes 32 
graduates of Marion. The President of the school is 
Colonel James Benson, USMC, who was Vice President 
of Bridgewater College when Barkley was the museum 
curator there. "Terry was a tremendous help in setting up 
the AMA Museum," says Don Studer. 

Barkley says that more than 200 generals and admirals 
began their military career at Marion which offers early 
commissioning after two years and a one year service 
academy program that sends cadets to the Air Force and 
Naval Academies plus West Point. 

Barkley was at AMA in 1978-83 where he taught PE 
and driver's ed and managed the Band.

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Ed Cabo remembered, 
passes away from MS, 
multiple organ failure

| first met Ed Cabo, *74, in my new cadet year ('71-'72). 
| think he was one of the first people | met in my life, at the 
age of 14, who talked funny. Ed had a strong New York 
accent. As the years went on and the Band moved to Big 
Barracks | got to know Ed very well, spending a lot of time 
with him in his room his last year there. Ed always wanted 
to show me his brochures of lawn equipment, Cushman 
vehicles that were used to keep golf courses well 
maintained. His dream of being a landscaper was well 
seated as he would turn page after page and tell me what 
each vehicle would do. Ed's wife Kelli recently told me that 
his love for landscaping went back to a drawing he did in 
the sixth grade which his mother showed her. 

Somewhere around the early 90's, Ed returned to the . 
campus, attending reunions when he could fit them into a | | 
busy schedule. Ed had realized his life long dream of 
becoming a landscaper and carried that on into other 
ventures. 

Ed and his wife, Kelli, built a heavy highway construc- 
tion/landscaping company and named it Kel-Ed Land-

scaping. The company was in Kelli's name and took off as 
the first "woman owned" landscaping company on Long 
Island with 35 employees. They worked only on state and 
federal projects. As the business grew they diversified and 
started T D.E.C.K Sweeping (the initials of his children Ed 
and Kelli). Another "woman owned" company following 
behind street milling machines to clean up. 

Ed's last reunion was 2004. He had contracted multiple 
sclerosis, so Kelli contacted Greyhound and put him ona 
bus to Verona feeling that he was in good hands since the 
bus company had adopted the Americans with Disa-bilities 
Act provisions of caring for those with physical 
impairments. Greyhound was supposed to keep up with 
Ed and see that he got off at the right stop. 

| went to Verona to pick him up on Friday 
around 4:00 PM. Ed wasn't there and | was told 
the bus had come and gone. | called Kelli and 
she called Greyhound to find that Ed was in 
Roanoke. They put him on another bus to 
Charlottesville and then a cab to the Holiday 
Inn. | will always remember seeing Ed get out 
of the cab, with a smile and a two-day beard. 
He was happy to be with us as he maneuvered 
his walker and struggled to get closer to the 
door. He gave me a big hug and said a few 
choice words about Greyhound before going to 
his room to change and begin to enjoy the weekend. 

| took Ed to the Amtrak station in Richmond since Kelli 
and | felt Greyhound wasn't an option. Ed was on his way 
to see his father in Florida. When the porter came to get 
him, Ed smiled that big smile, happy to be driven to the 
elevator in a golf cart and raised up into the train. That was 
the last time | saw Ed but talked to him many times over 


the next year. 

Ed's last four years were spent in a nursing home where 
he could get the care he needed. A few months ago Kelli 
e-mailed me to tell me that Ed wouldn't make it through the 
year, then e-mailed me a few weeks later to tell me he 
died on 9 July. She asked if she and her children could 
come to the school to spread his ashes since AMA was 
such an important part of his life. 

| called Garry Granger and the Alumni House to make 
arrangements. Kelli and her children came to the school on 
15 August and spent hours in the museum as well as 
looking around Big Barracks before leaving Ed in the 
courtyard. 

Stride Coleman, '72 was there with us and 
yelled the last "Cabo" that was heard so many 
times in the 70's when Stride was looking for 
Ed. When Stride would yell Cabo at the 
reunions, Ed would stop in his tracks and 
almost come to attention. Ed's children had 
heard about Stride and his commanding voice 
and how their father would stop what he was 
doing when he heard his name come from 
Stride's mouth. This time they got to hear it for 
themselves. 

| will miss Ed but will always know that he is in the 
courtyard with us. Ed is survived by his wife, Kelli, 
daughters Danielle, 27, and Casey, 24, a son, Taylor, 20, 
and a granddaughter, Kaden.
